The young men who, would in ordinary 
times be apprenticed to the trade in Eu­ 
rope are being otherwise trained today,

•T'HE Sp aniards moved sw iftly to 
consolidate their conq uests in 
South Am erica in the early 16th 
century . The vice-regency of Peru 
becam e even m ore im p ortant than 
that of Mexico and shortly Lima 
evolved as p ractically the cap ital 
of Sp ain's new w orld dominions. 
Thus the Jesuits followed the 
conq uerors, arriving in 1567, and 
im m ediately they introduced the 
old w orld culture.

Jesuits w ere • authors, historians, 
scholars, w ith the result that Lima 
In a few y ears becam e a seat of 
new w orld learning as well as a 
leat of new w orld im p erialism .
